Decision Based on Patriotic Pro- 
vision in Trust Created by 
Late J. A. Bostwick.

NEW YORK, May 19.—A patri- 
otic provision in a trust established 
by the late Jabez A. Bostwick, 
Standar Oil magnate, for § his 
daughter, Mrs. Serge Voronoff, who 
died March 3, 1921, may cost her 
three/children, all British subjects, 
$1,375,000 in favor of Wake Forest 
College, at Wake Forest, N. C., if 
the court confirms a referees recom- 
mendation filed in the County 
Clerk’s office today. 

Bostwick, who was an associate of 
John D. Rockefeller, John D. Archi- 
bold and Henry M. Flagler in the 
development of the Standard,. as 
part of the trust from which. his 
thrice married daughter drew the 
income, stipulated that 1000 shares 
of original Standard Oil stock prior 
to dissolution should go to her 
children if they were Americans 
when she died. 

Trust Deed Made in 1892. 

The deed of. the trust was dated 
Feb. 1, 1892, and it was specifically 
provided that ‘‘no child not a citi- 
zen and a resident of the United 
States, shall participate in the dis- 
tribution of the stock.” ‘ 

Should his daughter die and leave 
“no children of American citizen- 
bthip and residence,” it was provided 


‘that the securities be turned over 


His daugh- 
ter’s widower, Dr. Serge .Voronoff, 
was to have a life interest, the in- 
come of the trust, if he survived, 
on condition that he was “an Amer- 
ican citizen and resident.” However, 
when Mrs. Voronoff died,, her hus- 
band was practicing his profession 
in Paris and could not qualify for 
the life interest. 

Mrs. Voronoff's first husband was 
Major Carstairs, and they had a 
daughter, Marion Carstairs. Two 


children were born of marriage to

SEVEN POSTAL CLERKS ACCUSED 
OF $1,500,000 BOND THEFT 


Arrests in New York Said to Have 
Besulted From. Confession of 
Man Already Convicted.

NEW YORK, May §19.—Seven 


postoffice clerks were arrested early 
today, charged with acting in con- 
cert in the theft of $1,500,000 worth 
of. bonds from the United States 
mails here last July. 

The arrests resulted from a con- 
fession made, according to police in-. 
spectors, by Mark von Eschen,, who 
was arrested in the Bronx-with $39,- 
700 of the stolen bonds in his pos- 
session on Jan. 19 and sentenced to 
the Federal penitentiary in Atlanta, 
Ga., for five years on March 28, after 
conviction of attempting to dispose 
of part of the securities. 

The theft became known last July 
after the arrest of Mrs. Abe Attell, 
divorced wife of the former pugilist, 
charged with attempting to dispose 
of part of the bonds which disap- 
peared while em route from the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank to the Treasury 
Department in Washington.
